TASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Today’s 
official casualty list records 6187 
army casualties and except for yes- 
terday’s list of 7077 names, is the | 
longest one thus far issued. The 
classification of today’s list is as fol- 
lows: Killed in action, 164; died from 
wounds, 86; died of disease, 282; died 
from accident and other causes, 21; 
died from airplane accidents, 2; miss- 
ing in action, 489; wounded severely, 
1604; wounded, degree undeter- 
mined, 1373; wounded slightly, 2166. 

This increases the number of list- 
ed casualties to 172,871, of which 
167,874 are in the army and 4997 in 
the Marine Corps. This number is 
65 per cent of the entire number of 
casualties, as announced offlically by 
Gen. Pershing in his revised estimate 
of Nov. 26. As has been told, the 
number of killed in action already 
listed exceeds the total number given | 
by Gen. Pershing.

HE demand of Catalonia for sep- 
aration from Spain, or for a degree of 
autonomy approaching independence, Is 
revived by the ‘“self-determination” ma 
ria, but there is nothing new about it. 
The Catalans have been agitating fcr 
bome rule or for independence for a 


hundred years at least. Who are the 
Catalans? They are the people of the) 
Spanish captaincy-general of Catalonia, 
the Mediterranean portion of Spain which 
lies nearest to France, of which Barce- 
lona, the most considerable commercial | 
and industrial city of Spain is the capital. | 
Catalonia is the Ulster of Spain—not in| 
the sense that it desires to belong to any 
other country, but that it is the foremost | 
portion of Spain in point of enterprise | 
and thrift, and never ceases to complair 
that it has to pay the expenses of the rest 
o. the kingdom. It desires separation 
on racial and lingual grounds, for the 
Catalans speak a language of their own 
and print their newspapers and their 
books in that language, which resembles 
the Provencal more than it does the Cas- 
tflian. A strict interpretation of the Wil-

Galicia, which is inhabited by a very dis- | 
tinct race of people. Under the same'| 
system Brittany could instantly demand. 
separation from France. The Bretong| 
speak their own tongue, possess thelr!

and are in most ways more different from 
the Frénch than the Irish are from the| 
English. By the application of a similar 
rule, Provence, or that portion of South- 
ern France where the people speak the 
Provencal tongue, could with perfect 
consistency demand independence—or be 
propaganded or agitated with supposing 
that they want it, which they certainly 
do not now.

Revi- 
‘sion of the marine laws and a leagua 
of nations, he said, “are issues be- 
tween the allies themselves” and 
neutrals, and should not be compli- 
‘cated with “simple demands” of the 
/ peace treaty. 

Instead of a league of nations, 
Senator Knox suggested a “definite 
‘entente, provided it be a small and 
' natural one, bringing only limited 
and appropriate obligations.” 


The league of nations, he _ said, 
should have exhaustive considera- 
| tion. 

“Even without an entente,” the 


Senator said, “except for the unfin- 
‘ished business of enforcing and in- 
‘suring our war aims, the United 
'States can, without “entanglement” 
‘whatever, place in advance at the 
‘service of the world’s peace, if seri- 
‘ously threatened, the whole of its 
‘influence and of its potential power. 
| This can be done by a new declara-
